On the 15 pages following we pre- 
sent with considerable pride the pic- 
tures of 84 individual animals and 
groups representing the cream of the 
1953 show season. They are the nom- 
inations for the 29th annual All-Amer- 
ican Awards. We offer our congratu- 
lations to the 48 owners from 18 
states and Canada whose animals now 
carry on into this “World's Series” of 
the show ring. 

The nominating committee this 
year was composed of only two judges 
—Harvey Swartz who officiated at the 
National Holstein Show at Waterloo, 
Eastern States Exposition and Indi- 
ana State Fair and Joe Eves who 
judged Holsteins at Iowa and had an 
opportunity to observe the line-up at 
many other shows over a wide area. 
Paul Misner, judge at the Interna- 
tional Dairy Show, had been invited 
to act on this committee but was pre- 
vented from attending the committee 
meeting because of emergency home 
responsibilities. This experienced 2- 
man committee functioned well and 
every selection represented a unani- 
mous choice. 

As in the past years, there were 
many worthy contestants who did not 
quite make it in the top six chosen 
for nomination. 

How A-A Awards Are Made 

The same procedure will be fol- 
lowed as in past years in making the 
All-American Awards. The Selection 
Committee is this year composed of 
22 judges who have officiated at ma- 
jor shows of the United States. They 
have a broad geographical distribu- 
tion. There are a number of new 
faces on our list this year but all are 
well known as experts on Holstein 
type. A larger number than usual are 
active Holstein breeders. In classes 
where any committee member has an 
animal competing, he will disqualify 
himself from voting. 

Pictures of the Nominations are 
sent to each member of the commit- 
tee, who will vote independently by 
mail, giving his first three choices. 
Each first place votes counts 7 points; 
second place 3 points; third place 1 
point. The awards are then deter- 
mined by simple arithmetic. The 
highest point total receives the All- 
American designation; second place is 
Reserve All-American, and each other 
individual or group receiving a total 


of 8 points or more is given Honorable 
Mention. 
All-American Judging Contest 

Due to the continuing great interest 
of WORLD readers, we again offer the 
popular All-American judging contest 
which has been an annual feature of 
this program since 1937. There are no 
restrictions on eligibility (except of 
course our own employees). While 
only one entry is accepted from each 
contestant, all members of the family, 
employees, neighborhood friends, may 
compete.

This can 
be removed for voting. If you need 
additional ballots, simply use plain 
paper, ruling it in the same style 
and order as the printed form. It is 
not necessary, however, to repeat the 
instructions given on the printed 
ballot.

The results of the Judg- 
ing Contest will be announced as 
early as possible thereafter. There is 
no Judging Contest for the Junior 
All-American Awards (to be announ- 
ced in the January 2 WORLD) and 
there is no separate All-American 
Judging Contest for schools or 4H 
members.

breeding guarantee that provides for a 
30-day rest period followed by a 90 
day trial period over which his con- 
ception rate is guaranteed to equal at 
least 80% of the average rate of all 
the other Holstein sires in the stud. 

The highest female price was $5,050 
paid by Anderson Fowler, Peapack, 
N. J. for Cochran Sovereign Ideal 
Excellent daughter of “Tony” from 
Doncrest Rooker Ideal, a maternal 
sister to the Reserve All-American 
“Ida” with whom she is nominated 
for 1953 All-American produce of dam.

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The All-American Nominations 


Again we come to the climax of the show season—the 
All-American Awards. This is the 29th year of this post- 
season classic and we are gratified to observe the continued 
broad interest in it upon the part of exhibitors and public. 

We want to extend our congratulations to those who 
have made the first hurdle—selection among the top six 
of the year in each class. This in itself is no small honor 
in a contest that brings into competition the top winners 
of the shows of the whole United States. 

As our shows are developing, we have a growing feeling 
that some consideration should be given to possible re- 
visions in eligibility rules another year. At present the first 
prize winners at state fairs, and state black and white 
shows (where they commanded sufficient support from 
breeders) and the first and second prize winners at Na- 
tional and Regional shows are considered to be eligible for 
nomination. 

Since that rule was originally adopted there have been 
some changes in the showing situation. The Regional 
Show designation has been expanded as a part of the 
Extension program (in connection with state herd money) 
and as a result we have several of our larger state fairs 
carrying out a similar program with county herds, which 
frequently bring forward stronger competition than is 
found in most of the Regional Shows. We have in mind 
particularly New York and Wisconsin State Fairs. 

Further, with the state herd expansion, the National 
Show at Waterloo (and now the International at Chicago) 
present a depth of competition that we have never seen 
before. This has been particularly true in the female 
classes. 

The thought occurs to us that at least at the Na- 
tional Show we could appropriately declare the top three 
in the female classes eligible for All-American Nominations. 
Certainly the third prize winner in any of the female 
Classes at Waterloo would at least be noticed in most of our 
Regional Shows. 


Then it would seem to be reasonably logical to grant 
our larger state fairs a status similar to the shows that have 
been designated as Regional on the theory that the com- 
petition is fully as strong if not stronger. Just where the 
line should be drawn we are not prepared to suggest at 
this time. Perhaps number of entries competing would be 
the most easily determined criterion. 


The whole point of any revision in the present rules 
is to bring into the All-American competition the most 
worthy animals the show season affords. We may be missing 
a few now under the existing rules. 


We would be glad to have the comments and sug- 
gestions of exhibitors and others interested.

This brings up the broader and more important sub- 
ject of our agricultural economy throughout the entire 
country. Price supports have been demanded and con-

demned. Quotas and controls have exhibited their values 
and weaknesses. To mention one, the potato control was 
based on acreage and the price in turn supported on that 
basis—result, narrow up the rows, double the fertilizer, and 
drown the demand. Then along came the experiment of 
sending food to Germany. No single incident in all the 
world-wide programs that have recently been adopted has 
done so much to build good will in this German nation or 
has caused so much furor or strife among our cooler 
acquaintances. 


I am not a supporter of direct subsidies of any nature 
in agriculture. I much prefer a free market even though 
we take for granted the same type of subsidies to Railroads, 
Airlines, Post Office Departments and the Press. In an 
emergency however, and an unbalanced economy can cause 
one equal to a war, I would be favorable to a subsidy 
program for temporary relief 

It seems to me as an ordinary plain dirt farmer and 
feed salesman, and I dread the day that I would accumu- 
late enough information to be branded otherwise, that 
our whole national economy is sitting on a teeter-totter 


with agriculture on the bottom and organized labor, . 


atomic weapons, and high wages on the other end. Gov- 
ernment has no power to prevent organized powerful 
unions from demanding even higher wages. Sit-down, stay 
at home, or just plain strikes will again create shortages 
of strategic materials and pyramid or inflate those prices 
to an even greater degree. 

Government does have, however, a Congress that 
-shows signs of becoming a little bit sick of making great 
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grants of money, many of them never to be paid, to even 
our friendly neighbors around the world and in this 
there lies hope. We also have a Secretary of Agriculture, 
by the name of Ezra T. Benson, who knows that he can’t’ 
continue to accumulate agricultural surplus forever with- 
out a market and also that he can’t continue to operate a 
series of soil conservation offices by the Federal Govern- 
ment as well as the State Government, and that on top of 
the County Government in many and varied forms. He has 
taken the first step in this direction. Let’s hope he has the 
good old-fashioned American guts to stand by it. 

Even his critics haven’t accused him of decreasing the 
advantage to the farmer, but if they are fair they must 
admit that decentralization of this, program to the state 
will a least clarify to the farmer the address of headquar- 
ters in this department. 

Now let's look at the thing from a different angle. 
Let us assume that “Good Times” in this Nation go hand 
in hand with “Good Times” on our farms. The first ques- 
tion that comes to mind is what it would cost to adopt a 
full support program for all basic crops for all farmers 
all the time. Yes, I mean create a program whereby sur- 
pluses would increase at least for the next few years. It 
would give us a tool that, being unable to pull the high 
end of the economic teeter board down, could boost the 
low end up and bring about some sort of economic 
balance. It doesn’t make much difference whether or not 
a bricklayer gets $4.00 an hour if he has to pay $1.00 a 
quart for milk and $1.00 a peck for potatoes at the same 
time. And then, harking back to the acuteness of» the 
food weapon used in Germany, let us make part of these 
grants in terms of food, It is still the sharpest weapon we

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farmers have seen in effectiveness against the unfriendly 
nations, and I think even our friends around the world 
would be happier with a full belly than they are now 
with dollars for electric plants, steel mills, and railroads 
which only bring about the production of war products 
and the transportation of troops. I think if the cost of a 
food loan was compared to our present program, we 
would find a reduction beyond the imagination of the 
most violent opponent to price supports and that the in- 
ternal economy of the United States would take on some 
semblance of balance. We would at least adopt the old 
slogan “If you can’t lick ‘em, jine em”. Our good members 
of Congress should be appeased because these surplus 
products would go out of the show windows, which in 
itself would help stabilize markets, and would be charged 
against grants which in many instances they don’t expect to 
get back. The only expense connected with an agricultural 
unwriting, and chargeable back to the taxpayers, would be 
the difference between the world market in which the 
surplus products were sold to other nations and the pro- 
tected market which we enjoy. Even this amount could 
be adjusted and eventually done away with at the dis- 
cretion of the high wage folks who created it and not by 
controls or other Government action. 

The last and not to be ignored effect would be an 
attraction of the people in America for country life and 
they would be drawn to it by the incentive of propped up 
dollars rather than try to escape from it due to the long 
hours necessary to participate in farming of any sort. Once 
the trend is from the city to the country, we will do more 
to counteract Communism than any other method could 
accomplish. Did you ever see Communism develop to be 
of consequence on a farm? No, it is always in the crowded 
and slum sections of the city where even the high wage 
prevalent doesn’t provide enough bodily comfort for in- 
ward happiness. It would also endorse Secretary Wilson's 
program of keeping up the research on wartime methods 
but limiting the production of machines that are sure to be 
obsolete when and if war breaks out. American industry can 
be depended upon to turn out in volume up-to-date fight- 
ing units, should we need them, faster than anyone else 
and we could count our food surpluses as assets rather 
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than liabilities. I defy collective farms or government 
operated agricultural industries to compete with us in 
either the production of food or the production of up-to- 
date war material at any given time. 

We have always prided ourselves on being the “Bread 
Basket of the World”, let’s try it.

NUTRITION AND REPRODUCTION 
By LOGAN T. WILSON, PH.D 


The first week in November I was in Southeastern Pennsylvania and then 
at the Cornell University Nutrition Conference. At both places I was impressed 
again with the importance of getting good reproduction in cattle. The cows in 
a herd that don’t reproduce are an aggravation to the herdsman. Also, I talked 
to several farmers who have had early scours in young calves during the late 
winter and early spring. As I indicated last month this results from low Vitamin 
A intake of the pregnant cow and about the only remedy is to feed more Vitamin 
A the last 4 to 6 weeks before calving. 


At the Cornell Nutrition Conference there were two 
papers on the effect of three levels of nutrition during 
growth of sexual development and reproduction. The report 
on raising young bulls showed that a high level of nutrition 
results in bulls that can be used for semen production at an 
earlier age. With heifers it was found that a high level 
of nutrition resulted in the first heat periods occurring 
at an earlier age. Also the heifers on the lowest level of 
nutrition had more difficulty in calf birth at the first 
calving. However, when these three lots of heifers were 
liberally fed during their first lactation, the level of milk 
production was essentially the same for all three groups, 
and the same applied to following lactations. Figures from 
some Danish work along the same line were also given 
which showed that heifers grown out on lower levels of 
nutrition stayed in the herd considerably longer than those 
on the higher levels. In other words breeding failures 
showed up more quickly in the cows which had been 





DR. WILSON 
raised on a high level of feeding. 


This work is still not conclusive but does indicate that heavy feeding of 
growing heifers for maximum weight gain and development is of questionable 
value. This confirms the general opinion of beef cattle men that bringing breed- 


ing animals to a high finish for show purposes tends to handicap them for good 
reproduction later on. 


It appears that the nutritional deficiencies which most commonly reduce 
reproductive efficiency are those of Vitamin A, phosphorus, and some of the 
trace minerals such as iodine and manganese. Some of these deficiencies are 
more prevalent during periods of drought such as we have had in a good many 
areas this past year. Our Big “H” Milk Popper and Fitting Feed are well 
fortified in these nutritional factors and we feel sure that they can be a big 
help in obtaining better reproduction in dairy cattle.
